Most REMARKABLE Events of the Year 18o1. 


January. 

t. This day the union of the king- 
doms of Great Britain and Ireland took 
place. His Majetty held a Grand Coun- 
cil to give the neceffary folemnity to 
the meafure, and to fwear in his privy 
council of the united kingdom. The 
Park and Tower guns were fired, the 
bills of the different churches were 
rung, and the Royal Union Standard 
difplayed on the occafon. A ne 
Great Seal was at the fame time p€¢- 
fented, and adopted by his Majetty. 

The Emperor Paul of Rufia, ia a 
paroxyfm of inianity, pubiuhed, at 
Peteriburgh, a challenge to all the 
Princes of Europe to ight with him in 
barners cloted up. 

6. Accounts were received of a gene- 
ral engagement having taken place on 
the Darube, on the 18tn December, 
between the French army undcr Gene- 
ral Moreau, and the Auitrian army un- 
der the Archduke Charles, which ter- 
minated in the defeat of the latter; af- 
ter which propofals of peace were 
made to Moreau; and an armittice for 
thirty days was agreed upon; and di- 
rectians were fent by the Emperor to 
Count Cobentzel, at Luneville, to fign 
a peace with France. 

g. News was received of the French 
army ot Italy, under General Brune, 
having defeated that of Autiria under 
General Bellegarde, and that the Au- 
ttrians lofi twenty-tour picces of can- 
non and 12,000 

Four pertons, convited of having 
contpired agaiait the life of the Firtt 
Contul of France, fentenced to tuffer 
death, and a great number ordered to 
be trantparted. 

13. Poe PruMian Minifry declared 
that they meant to favour the caufe of 
the Northern Contederacy.

was terminated.

Pitt) wes appointed to the office of 
Paymalter of the forces, he tound tt 
had been cuftomary to have 100.cco!, 
advance, generally lying in the hands 
of the Faymaiter; which by fome 
in that office, ufed to be fubferibed 
in Goveroment fecurikics, that brought
